New York, Feb. 20.--[Speciel.)—The con- 
tinued extension of J. Pierpont Morgan’s tre- 
mendous power in the financial world has be- 
come the principal subject of discussion in 
banking circles in Europe and América and 
experts are busy trying to figure out what it 
means. They agree that the colossal centrali- 
zation now going on will exercise upon finan- 
cial America an influence thet thrills the 
imagination with its immensity. 5 

Since Mr. Morgan’s recent acquisition of the 
stock of the Eqilitable Life Assurance so- 
clety and the control of a number of addition- 
al trust companies accountants have been at 
work figuring the Morgan interest. They 
find that: | 
The Morgan influence covers institutions and 
enterprises having assets and capitalization of 
twelve Ddillions of dollars, equal to one-ninth 
the wealth of the United States. 

The gross earnings of the railroads controlled 
or partiy financed by the heuse of Morgan 
represent one-third the gross earnings of all 
the railroads in the United States. 

The “banking power” of the banks and 
trust companies controlled wholly or in part 
by the house of Morgan is 10.7 per cent of the

"Martial Law Fallowing Day 
of Fights in Strike, 


SCORE OF PERSONS HURT, 

Police Use Revolvers and Hose in 

Attempts to Disperse Mobs in 
Ail:Parts of the City. 


HUNDREDS OF ARRESTS ARE MADE. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 20.+[Speciai.}~ 
Two hundred and ninety-seven cars wrecked, 
scores of persons injured, and 150 strike 
sympathizers arrested ig the result of the 
second day's rioting in connection with the 
strike of the employés of the 3 
Rapid Transit company today. 

The disorders stopped only when the com- 
pany tonight decided not to attempt tu oper- 
ate its lines until tomorrow. By the time 
this decision was made conditions had be- 
come so serious that Mayor Reyhurn had 
sworn in 3,008 extra police and had issued 
a proclamation enforcing the riot act and 
placing the city under what ‘practicaliy w 


martial law.

Measure of Banking Power. 

Banking power, as customarily expressed 
by the controller, says the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, is measured by the sum of banking 
capital, surplus, and other profits, deposits, 
and circulation. By this standard, according 
to the special report of the national monetary 
commision, the 6,893 national banks repre- 
sented therein have a combined banking 
power of $6,060,083,658. That of 1,070 loan 
and trust companies as of April 28, 1900, was 
$3,650,764, 602. 
Banking Power 8.75 Pet. of Country’s. 

The Morgan group, composed of only four 
national banks in New York City alone,-has 
a banking power that is 8.75 per cent of that 
of the 6,893 national banks of the entire 
United States. The nine New York trust 
companies, including the recently absorbed 
Guarafity, Morton, and the Fifth Avenue 
trust compenies, have a banking power that 
is 11.91 per cent of that of the 1,079 trust 
companies of the entire country. The Mor- 
gan banking power, as embodied in the two 
types of financial inetitutions which, more 
than any other, represent the money power 
of America, is greater than one-tenth of the 
national bank and trust company banking 
power of 90,000,000 people.

Tells Ethical Society That Equal 
Suffrage Is Indispensable. 


FOR BETTER HUMAN NATURE 


Politics in This Country, He Asserts, 
Needs Refining Influence. 


Woman suffrage was championed vigor- 
ously yesterday. by Prof. Charies Zueblin in 
an address before the Society for Ethical 
Culture. 

“We are told we cannot have certain de- 
sirable things without changing human na- 
ture,“ he said. “This would seem to be 
@ good argument for changing it. It is our 
privilege to change human nature. 

“We all value the peculiarly feminine 
characteristics which distinguish women 
from men and make women's special work 
possible. But we accept a great many ideas 
about women which we do not allow to guide 
our conduct. As Havelock Ellis says, we 
still act on the notion that ‘a woman is a 
cross between an angel and an idiot.’ This 
is still the instinctive attitude of many men, 
and the attitude still demanded by . f 
women. 

Replies to Stock Arguments. 

It is contended that it will interfere with 
the duties of maternity and even of the edu- 
cation of the future citizen, if women enjoy 
political rights. If the woman with the bal- 
lot shall in the training of her sons make a 
worse mess of it than the mothers of the past 
generation, then are our hopes for self-gov- 
ernment siender. 

The stock arguments, which are often 
trite on noth sides, miss the mark because 
debaters have no vision of the great demo- 
cratic state which is in process of evolution.” 


Women Necessary in Politics. 

The supposition of these people is that poli- 
tics Is dirty, the home clean, and that busi- 
ness and the home have nothing to do with 

politics. 

„ Politics ie public business; government 
is the organization for the administration of 
the common life; and until we can see how 
infinitely superior our schools, libraries, 
Playgrounds, and all the appointments of 
social life are to the functions of the police- 
men, we do not grasp the meaning of civiliza- 
tion. When we get this vision, we see that 
the women, who are making three-fourths 
of the constructive, progressive contributions 
to the larger life, are indispensable in poli- 
ties. 

“ Ag to Germany, all I can say is that my 
experience of the streets of the cities of that 
country is that discourtesy to the individual 
or public disorder of any kind is generally a 
direct result of liquor drinking, and I saw 
many drunk on the streets without seeking

Most of the People Illiterate, 

This is a typical poor family at the edge of 
the village. Neither father, mother, nor daugh- 
ter could ee or write. The fact that neither 
father nor other could read was not sur- 
prising, for about 80 per cent of the population 
of Servia is what we ¢all illiterate. And there 
is a great disparity between the sexes, for while 
32 per cent of the men can read and write, only 
8 per cent of the women have had even this 
much education. Being pressed to read a let- 
ter written in Servian which I offered them, the 
daughter left the house and in a few moments 
returned with a girl, perhaps 14, whose face 
would ‘be considered rerely fair in any city in 
Europe or America. This girl, apparently, had 
been to school, but she was not able to read the 
letter. men 

The members of this little mn were all 
bright eyed, clean of limb and conscience. They 
are not poor in our sense of the word, for they 
have enough to eat, enough to keep a fire in the 
stove during winter. They have never known 
anything better; their condition seems to them 
normal; they have no reason to resent condi- 
tions which make them as they are. Their 
wants probably are more completely satisfied, 
day by day, year by year, than those of the 
average man of Chicago who reports for bust- 
ness within the loop. 

e are unhappy when we want something we 
know we cannot get, but to which we think we 
ate entitled. It probably never occurs to this 
family to be unhappy, in our sense of the word, 
especially to be discontented with their lot. It 
is doubtful whether the question of happiness 
or unhappiness ever enters their consciousness. 
They are too busy thinking about other things, 
such as how to keep the cold out, where they 
will get the next newspaper When the two ROW 
at the window are torn away, and other matters 
of a similar nature.

When able to resume, the remainder of the quo- 
tation is as follows: Arises from the feeling 
that is always in us: ‘My mother gave her 
life for me in pain and sleepless nights.“ Our 
love for women we owe to our mothers.” 

Franz Biel. an extremely polished and clever 
German writer, said this in one of his little 
books of essays, called the “ Powder Puff,” and 
he meant it. But there are scarcely any women 
who will even bother to discuss it; they regard 
it as too unprofound and untrue.

For if there is anything positive ina woman's 
nature it is her sympathy for a man. And if 


there is one thing more than another that she

The department of commerce and labor 
published statisties of American foreign 
trade for January which ‘showed that ex- 
ports exceeded imports by onty $10,357,- 
268, this being the lowest credit balance 
for the first month of the year since 1893. 
The aggregate of exports was $144,015,- 
350, of imports ‘$133,658,064. For 1909 
the corresponding figures were 8156, 787, 
714 and .$103,524,028, the credit balance 
then being $53,248,686. For several months 
the foreign trade statistics have not been 
satisfactory. In June last the imports 
exceeded the ¢xports for the first time in 
twelve years. The January exports were 
smaller than in any January since 1905. 

In this connection some interest attaches 
to a compilation by the same government

BORAH VERSUS HUGHES. 


Gov. Hughes dealt the income tax 
amendment a hard. blow when he said 
‘that it the federal gövernment were given 
power to collect taxes on incomes from 
whatever source derived it could tax 
incomes derived from state or municipal 
bonds, and thus eripple the governments 
that issued them. The goVernor gave the 
enemies of the amendment an argument 
‘egainst it which seemed all the more 
loreible because he said he would have 
been for it had it not been for those four 
fatal words. 

The other day Senator Borah made a 

speech in reply to Gov. Hughes in which 
he contended that the words were mere 
surplusage, and that whether they were 
in or out the federal government would 
have no power to tax income derived from 
state or municipal bonds, the salaries of 
state officers, or any of the instrumenta)- 
ities of state governments. It was a 
clear cut, logical argument. Gov. Hughes 
has not yet tried tomanswer it. A failure 
to do so would be almost equivalent to a 
eonfession that it was unanswerable. . 

The chief point which Senator Borah 
makes is that. the Supreme court has set- 
tled it beyond all controversy that the in- 
strumentalities of the states cannot be 
taxed by the federal government, nor 
those of the latter by the former. There 
is no express provision of the constitu- 
tion in either case, and the court had to 
base its conclusions on a principle drawn 
from the constitution as a 3 It said 
in one case:

But careful research and investigation fall to reveal 
any proof that a black tulip ever was produced, or that 
it ever existed, and the nearest approach that ever has 
been reached to producing black tulips is the Sultan 
tulip, which was first shown in 1896 and which is of 
so somber a purple as to be almost black. 

I do not r mmend any of my readers to endeavor to 
emulate the mythical hero of Alexander Dumas. Indeed 
they would do well, especially if they are in the least bit 
superstitious, to avoid the culture of. tulips. For, ac- 
cording to the researches of the Society of Psycholo- 
gists of France, which has its headquarters at Paris, the 
tulip is the one flower of all others which exercises a 
malignant influence upon those who cultivate its bulbs, 
and the society furnishes a list of many hundreds of 
cases where tulip growers either have met violent 
deaths, or have been overtaken by disaster. 

With regard to black roses, I believe that the most 
somber hued roses in existence are to be found in cer- 
tain portions uf the gardens of the vatican. They are 
of so dark a red as to be almost black.

From time immemorial a superstition has existed that 
roses and flowers generally attain the greatest beauty 
in soil fertilized by blood, especially by human blood. 

Every racing .man who has visited Newmarket, Eng- 
land, knows of the Bloody Flower of Newmarket,” 
which is to be found nowhere else than in the old moat, 
now filled up, and in which, according to tradition, 
many human bodies are interred. These flowers bloom 
in June and July, and certainly by the dark, bloodlike 
hue of their blossoms, suggest the name that has been 
given to them. 

According to legend and ancient mythology violets are 
indebted for their origin to the blood of the self-slain 
Atys; though, according to another legend, they were 
originally all white, and owe their violet hue to the fact 
that, raising their eyes upward on an occasion when 
they ought to have kept them discreetly lowered, they 
have remained blushing ever since.

Although the duchy of Saxe-Meiningen is one of the 
smallest and most insignificant of the score or so of 
sovereign states comprised in the confederation known 
as the German empire, it is taking just at present the 
dead in a movement extending far beyond its borders, 
and likely to spread to all the monarchical countries of 
Europe. It is the question of the repeal of the preroga- 
tive the reigning houses until now have enjoyed of ex- 
‘emption from taxation.

or low, who does not attribute his straitened circum- 
stances to the selfish greed of his sovereign in re- 
fusing to submit to taxation. 
It the duke, as expected, is eventually obliged to 
-yleld, other monarchs in Germany, as well as else- 
where, will be compelled to follow suit and to aban- 
don their right of exemption from taxation, which 
dates from the time when imposts were levied solely 
‘for the maintenance of the crown. 

— 

Nowadays taxes are levied for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, constituting a sort of contribution for the common 
weal, and hence there is a good deal of basis for the ar- 
gument that emperors, kings, and reigning princes 
should show their patriotism and their fellow feeling 
for their countrymen by a voluntary surrender of the 
medieval immunity from taxation they now enjoy. 

In England, as on the continent, the sovereign and 
the members of the reigning houses are exempt from 
any kind of tax, but King Edward has declined to avail 
himself of the privilege which he, like all other rulers, 
has enjoyed until now, of importing from abroad wines, 
spirits, and tobacco, free of duty, and has given orders 
that the tax is to be paid by the lord steward's depart- 
ment in all cases. His action is from motives of patri- 
ot im and policy. — 

As the royal cellars are of enormous extent, and as, 
moreoyer, the consumption of costly tobacco &t court 
is extremely large, the king’s surrender of his preroga- 
tives in this respect means a considerable addition to 
the yearly revenues of the customs department, and few 
things have created a better impression among the 
masses than that the monarch should of his own accord 
waive his immunity from fiscal obligations and volun- 
tarily take upon himself the same burdens of contribu- 
tion to the revenues of the state as the humblest * his 
subjects. 

Until King Edward issued this .order the dues were 
not merely remitted on the goods imported for the royal 
use direct, but wine dealers or tobacconists who sold 
goods to the royal household, on which they already had 
paid duty. always could obtain’ an order from the mas- 
ter of the household, or from the lord’ steward, on the 
strength of which they were able to recover from the 
customs department the taxes which had been paid.
